dhrashehov's comments sboet intelligence activities and the 
Contral Intelligence Agency, te our miad, rapresent part of a 
deliberate campaign to discredit U. §. intelligence and thus leave 
as clearer field for Comrounsiet subversion, Uf there ie a thaw in the 
Caled War, Ksrashehev obviously would Hke ta degrive tie United 
Staiee of cae of Ke principal weapons for combating Communism. 
You have noted, of course, Ciat in all ef kis talk about desiving peace, 
Khrushesev has stated that Moscow has not renounced and will not 
change lis ohjective taat ali of the aations of the free ee should 
and shall become Communist. 


As far as Kheusheaev's specific claims are concersed, I 
would point out fizet that one of hia motives was te draw ost any 
informations that any offictel reply or action might supply. You 
recognize, af course, that from time to tw agents are exposed 


and apprehended. This often sappans to Soviet agents. These ageats 


sometimes carry beth money and ciphers known a0 one-time pada. 
these pads are useful solely ior communications between that ageat 
and bis some base, and de act afliget any ather communication systens. 
Ae far 64 we ave conceraed, Khrushchev has not got much comfort 
out of we in teie veapect:; in fact, nothing comparable te what we have 
gained from faviet defectors aad agents, 
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As far au the general communications systems of the U. 5. 
Geverament are concerned, they are protected hetwees sender 
and recipient by 2 varicty of means, none of which were mede_ 
suspect by Khrushchev's remarks. We are constantly calculating 
the protection given to such communications by tee inherent 
security of the devices used and are constantly siert te iaterprat 
and exploit any information whica would alter our calculations. 
Khrashchev's remarks were limited to matiers which did not give 
ue any new information of tals sort. ; 


In general, wo would say that fer the ‘United States te react 


to Khrushchev's remarks as certain quarters have suggested would 


be ta play into the hands of the Soviete.
